Morton Jourdan, representing the 
United Railways of St. Louis, appeared 
before the Board of Equalization at 
Jefferson City Wednesday, protesting 
that the assessed valuation of that 
company of $17,641,399 was entirely too 
high. ‘ 

Mr. Jourdan estimated that the value 
of the property, taking the bonded in- 
debtedness and the preferred stock 4s 
a basis, is $45,000,000. He said he had 
not included the common stock. 

“The common stock,” he said, *‘has 
absolutely no value.”’ 

*‘Does it sell on the market?” inquired 
Attorney-General Hadley. 

“Yes, for $30 a share.”’ 

“Then a stock which sells for $30 a 
share has no value?’ asked Gen, Had- 


ley. 

“Not necessarily,” replied Mr. Jour- 
dan. “The common stock pays no 
dividend and the earnings of the com- 
pany indicate that it will not pay for 
at least five years. The value is 
purely speculative. It is bought on 
the market solely for speculative pur- 
poses. It has no voting power.” 

‘Controlled by Holding Company. 

“What is the holding company?” 
asked the Attorney-General. 

‘The North American company. It 
holds a majority of the preferred gnd 
common stock. It controls the ive 
voting trustees, who, under the con- 
tract with the stockholders, have all 
the voting power for five years.’ 

Mr. Jourdan said. he did not think 
the North American company had a 
bonded indebtedness.

Eccentric Daughter Filed in 
Nightgown After Country 
Home Tragedy.

Parent Indulged Her Caprices, 
but She Was Feared by 
Neighbors, 





NEW YORK, June 13.—Awakened in 
the dead of night by angry screams, the 
sound of a desperate struggle and nally 
a crash, as of a heavy body falling on 
the floor, servants at the “Court of 
Carnations,”’ a fine old country place 
near New Canaan, Conn., found their 
master, William McClenahan, a wealthy 
shoe manufacturer, moaning on the floor 
of the reception hall. His eccentric 
daughter, who was somewhat feared by 
the neighbors, had disappeared. 

McClenahan, whose place of business 
is opposite the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
this city, died Saturday, after making a 
Statement in secret. He was 80 years 
old and active in his business until a 
few days before the tragic night at the 
Court of Carnations. He was indulgent 
and .apparently fond of his «capricious 
daughter, who, according to her fath- 
er’s physicians and the New Canaan 
residents, is hopelessly addicted to ci- 
garettes. 

There are many rumors in circulation 
about New Canaan as to what killed 
Mr. McClenahan. One is that he died 
from the effects of a blow. It-is known 
that he returned home as usual by the 
evening train on Thursday lasft\and was 
met at the station by the gardener- 
coachman, who drove him out to the 
house, where he lived with his eccentric 
daughter, Miss Giles Gamble McClena- 
han, He had his dinner and was as 
well as ever up to bedtime. 

It was after midnight when the ser- 
vants were awakened by the angry 
screams of the young woman and the 
sounds of a struggle in the lower part 
of the house. They had heard screams 
before when™Miss McClenahan hud one 
of her “‘spells”’' and were too frightened 
to go to the old man’s assistance. Not 
until there was the noise of a heavy 
fall and the screaming ceased did they 
venture to leave their rooms and peer 
down over the banisters. The old man 
lay moaning upon the floor. His daugh- 
ter had disappeared. 

It was soon after this that Miss Mc- 
Clenahan, clad only in her nightgown, 
appeared-at the house of Stephen A. 
Keeler, the nearest neighbor, and, in ex- 
cited tones, declared that her father had 
met with an accident and was dying. 
Mr. Keeler telephoned: to Dr. C. H. 
Scoville, who drove hurriedly out tothe 
McClenahan place. A few of the nearby 
neighbors had preceded him, and the 
old man made a statement to the doc- 
tor, telling him exactly what had hap- 
pened. After lingering until Saturday 
he died, ' 

The breath had scarcely left the old 
man’s body when the village undertaker 
was sent for, and the body, by order of 
the daughter, was, hustled off the prem- 
ises to lay over Sunday in the “parlor” 
adjoining the undertaker’s stable. There 
was a funeral service at the Episcopal 
Church on Monday, which a few neigh- 
bors and tradespeople attended. ‘The 
daughter failed to appear. She spent 
the day about the house, apparently 
chafing only under the restraining pres- 
ence of neighbors who have maintained 
a guard in the house since the old man 
died. 

Dr. Scoville made this statement to a 
Post-Dispatch, reporter: 


Peritonitis, Says Doctor. 

“Mr. McClenahan died of peritonitis 
and valvular disease of the heart. I do 
not know what caused the peritonitis. 
It might have been caused by a blow. 

“I found the old gentleman suffering. 
from severe pains in the abdomen. He 
told me that his daughter had been in 
one of her tantrums and that he had en- 
deavored to restrain her, and that in the 
struggle she had hurt him, but that he 
did not believe she had intended to do 
so. There were no marks of violence 
visible on his abdomen or elsewhere. 
He was devotedly attached to his 
daughter, in spite of her temper and 
her failings, and did not want any 
blame to rest upon her--« 


“The girl has been erratic ever since 
she came to live here ten or eleven 
years ago. She smoked cigarettes al- 
most constantly. When she got hold of 
whisky it made her a demon. The old 
man tried to keep her from getting 
whisky, but she occasionally got it 
somehow without his knowledge. She 
was under its influence last Thursday 
night when I was summoned to the 
house and while I was there threw a

the’ water. In her quarrels with her 
father she would frequently throw 
plates, glasses or knives at him.

Charles M. Smith and his son, Charles

near Sikeston, Mo., surrendered to Dep- 
uty United States Marshal Nall at the 
Federal Building Wednesday when they 
learned that warrants charging them 
with peonage had been issued. An at- 
torney accompanied them to arrange a 
bond. , 

About the same time United States 
Marshal Morsey and Deputies Williams 
and Wild arrested James E. Smith, a 
brother of the St. Louis prisoners, on 
their farm near Sikeston. Warrants 
are also out for Rex Smith, William 
Woods. Floyd Woods, Charles Smith, 
Joseph Washington, Jeff Fields and Wil- 


liam Stone. 
The warrants were issued on complaint 


of John Reed and Henry Stokes, negroes, 
who escaped from the 2000-acre farm of 
the Smiths and came to St. Louis. They 
went to District Attorney Dyer and told 
him that they and 40 other negroes, in- 


cluding two women, whose husbands 
had deserted them, were heid prisoners 
by the Smiths, They said that they 
were kept in a stockade guarded by 
men with rifles and that they received 
no pay for their work. 

They said that two months ago 

Charles H. Smith Jr., went to Memphis 
and hired 30 negroes to work On the 
farm. They were to get $1.50 a day with 
board or $2 a day without board, and 
their work was to be to clear a large 
tract of reclaimed swamp and timber 
lands. 
They allege that wher ttey arrived*at 
the farm they were treated as prison- 
ers. They say that they were not per- 
mitted to receive or send letters and 
that they did not receive their pay reg- 
ularly. 

Stokes told the District Attorney that 
they were frequently knocked down 
and beaten with clubs, The women, he 
said, were forced to do men’s work and 
were not permitted to communicate 
with friends who might have taken 
them away from the Camp. 2 

James Smith, when arrested at 
farm Wednesday, said that the charges 
were the result of spite work on the 
part of some of the negroes. He said 
that a payment of wages was made to 
the men two weeks ago and that they 
had not been cruelly treated. 

The same statement was made by his 
brother and his nephew arrested in St. 
Louis. 

Marshal Morsey, after arresting 
James Smith, left him under guard 
and went in search of the other ac- 
cused men. 

All of the prisoners will be taken 
to Cape Girardeau, where Commis- 
sioner Kage will be asked to bind 
them over to the October term of the 
United States Circuit Court. 

Reed says that he escaped by cutting 
a hole through the floor of a building 
used as a hospital and Stokes slipped 
out of the line while on his way to 
work.

“For Rent” Sign in Huser’s 
Window Tells of Famiiy 
Trouble. 


The *‘For Rent” sign placed in the 
window of Carl L. W. Huser's fiat at 
3707 Arkansas avenue Wednesday, is the 
outward sign that Huser sent his wife 
away and that he has quit housekeep- 
ing. His furniture has been sold ‘and 
he now boards with the family occupy- 
ing the upper flat of the house. His 
papers in the divorce action against his 
wife have been filed. The mirror device, 
by which he alleges he trapped his 
wife with Dr. Harry Upshaw, is still 
intact’ It may remain so for evidence. 

In the side. wall of the den of Huser’s 
flat is an. ordinary furnace _ register, 
about a foot square. Huser’s desk, of 
the usual roll-top variety, was backed 
against the register. The thin backboard 
of the desk, connecting the two sides 
where the desk drawers are, was di- 
rectly in front of th@ register. Huser 
cut in the backboard a hole about half 
the side of the register. The desk was So 
placed that the opening was in front of 
the register. 

The hot-air pipe, made of new shiny 
tin and about a foot wide and eight 
inches deep, ran from the register with 
a slight turn into the cellar. A foot 
below the floor it ended. The pipe was 
not connected with the furnace and had 
never been finished. 

At the bend in the pipe, which Is di- 
rectly back of the register, Huser put 
in a mirror five inches deep and as wide 
as the pipe. He placed it on an axis 
and tied strings to the top and bottom 
of the mirror. By pulling one or the 
other strings he could regulate the focus 
as one regulates the focus of a mirror 
of a dresser, when it is on an axis. 


Device Worked Well. 


As he stood on the packing box in 
the ceilar he was about two feet from 
the register in which the mirror de- 
viee was fixed. He could see anything 
in the room that happened in ?ront 
of the opening in the wall. | 

The telephone arrangement used by 
Huser was not particllarly clever. It 
was simply an extension telephone 
such as is used in a business way in 
hundreds of houses. 

Fixing the cellar door so he could 
rush into the flat required some skill. 
The door had two locks—one an or- 
dinary lock that can be opened from 
either side with a key, the other a 
dead latch, 

The dead latch could be operated 
only from the flag There was no key- 
hole and no signs of the lock on the 
cellar side of the door. When Mrs. 
Huser was away from home Huser 
bored a hole into the door at the dead 
latch, He fixed the opening so it 
would not be detected. Then he pur- 
posely mislaid the key to the other 
lock and made an instrument by 
which he could turn back the dead 
latch from the opening he bored in 
the door without an’ instant’s delay. 
When he thought it was time to rush 
into the flat he stepped in from the 
cellar,

a prisoner in her own house. If she 
attempted to go away she would be 
prevented. 
is appointed by the Probate Judge of 
this district Miss McClenahan will either 
be committed to some institution where 
she can receive proper care or the con-

in a condition to look after her own 
affairs, even when she is at her best.”’ 

Miss McClenahan's mother died sud- 
denly about a year after the family 
moved to New Canaan, and, by some, 
her death was regarded as suspicious. 
The cause of death was given as pneu- 
monia. Dr. Scoville attended her, and 
Miss McClenahan helped to nurse her. 
The doctor said that he had never sus- 
pected foul play in the mother’s death, 
but that he did believe she was not 
properly cared for, and that his instruc- 
tions regarding her treatment had not 
fully been carried out. 

Miss McClenahan was 2 years 
when her father and mother took her 
to live at their new country home in 
New Canaan 11 years ago. Her fea- 
tures are plain, but regular, and her 
teeth would be pretty if mot. stained 
yellow by cigarettes. She has traveled 
all over the world. 

For a-time after his arrival in New 
Canaan the neighbors dutifully called, 
were entertained by this small, dark, un- 
doubtedly brilliant girl, but they came 
away feeling that something was amiss. 
Paintings were brought out and exhibit- 
ed by her as her work, mere daubs of 
Then a novel appeared from her 
pen. She called it “The Court of Car- 
nations,” .and, under this name, de- 
scribed her own home and attempted to 
mildly caricature the nighborhood. It 
was presented to everyone she knew. 
Pages of it were incoherent. 

After Miss McClenahan’s mother died 
her father permitted her to do much as 
she pleased. He bought her a pink- 
white pony from a traveling circus and 
a phaeton, and she used to drive him to 
and from the trains daily in fine weath- 
er. It was a common thing even then 
for her to be seen driving through the 
village streets with a lighted cigarette 
in her mouth. Sometimes she put her 
feet up on the dashboard, as if she dé- 
lighted to shock the staid country folks, 
who had begun to talk about her. 

Everybody sympathized with the old 
father while wondering at his devotion, 
and once or twice it was suggested to 
him that she>be sent to a sanitarium. 
His reply was that she was all he had 
left in the’ world and that he could not 
part with her. After a time Miss Mc- 
Clenahan ceased to drive her Tather to 
the depot, which duty devolved on the 
gardener. She seldom was, seen about 
the village in the day time and when 
she did come, Was generally dressed in 
a most careless fashion. Sometimes she 
wore fine silks and new hats and at 
other times a kimono or a loose, un- 
belted wrapper. She was seldom with- 
out a cigarette. The neighbors count- 
ed 21 broken windows one morning after 
she had been in one of her tantrums.

President Asked Treasury Head 
to Cut Out His Date at 
Syracuse University. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 13.—President 
Roosevelt is greatly incensed Over the 
action of Secretary Shaw in making it 
appear that he is going to participate In 
Campaign at the Presidents 
urgent and special request. All sorts of 
Vigorous denials have been handed out 
at the White House by Secretary Loeb 
to the effect that Mr. Shaw does not 
represent the President in his lowa trip 
and that he was not asked to go there. 
A formal staiement will probably be 
issued on this suvject if matters do not 


quiet down. 


The real facts leading up to this un- 
fortunate situation are these: Secretary 
Shaw had 2n engagement to address the 
University of Syracuse. Chancel.or Day 
criticised the rresident, Who became 
angry at his utterances. In the mean- 
time, Seerctary Shaw has received an 
earnest uppeal for political assistance at 
Davenport, lo., and thought his own 
presidential boom might be pushed along 
if he could respond. The President tola 
Mr. Shaw that it would please him im- 
mensely if he would cancel the date at 
Syracuse. and not make the address 
there. Mr. Shaw jumped at the chance 
and said it would suit him exactly, as 
he had a previous desire to speak at 
Davenport and could keep an engage- 
ment there if the one at Syracuse was 
Out of the way. The President was 
much pleased at this situation and told 
Mr. Shaw to make the trip to Daven- 
port by all means. 

Secretary Shaw went over to his office 
in the ‘Treasury Department, seized his 
ready lead pencil and wrote a rush tele- 
Sram to Davenport saying he was com- 
ing there to speak by special request 
from the President. Mr. Shaw did not 
revise his telegram and it went out to 
Davenport and immediately fell into the 
hands of the Cummins faction, who 
promptly declared the President was 
meddling in lowa affairs and sending 
Mr. Shaw out to make some ‘“‘stand pat” 
speeches and seek to overturn the Cum- 
mins revision band wagon. 

The Cumminsites at once set up a 
roar and the President has been doing 
notning bpt deny that he sent Mr. Shaw 
with instructions te sound an adminis- 
trative keynote at Davenport or any- 
where else. He is furthermore much 
displeased with Mr. Shaw and will give 
him a good, old-fashioned scolding when 
an opportunity occurs.

Recently a prominent army officer 
in the West operated canteens at three 
different army posts at which only 
beer was sold—no alcoholic liquors 
whatever were allowed. He made the 
canteens so acceptable to the soldiers, 
who found beer satisfying their de- 
mands, that he actually ran all the low 
dives of the surrounding neighborhood 
out of business. Yet it was through 
the efforts of the W. C.-T. U. that the 
army canteens were driven out. Let 
us hope the many noble women com- 
prising the W. C. T. U. will be broad- 
minded enough to recognize their mis- 
take and join Miss Cousins and others 
who are sincerely striving to stem 
the tide of intemperance by the sub- 
stitution of mild, harmless beer for 
strong drink. In this connection it

The confidence in the people of St. Louis, in their 
renewed, strengthened public spirit, and in their ca- 
pacity and willingness to meet all the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of new and greater St. Louis is fully 
justified. 

The people of the city have placed a great task 
and a great responsibility upon the municipal admin- 
istration. 1t must use the millions placed at its dis- 
posal wisely, economically, efficiently, to the best 
public ends.

In the matter of the free bridge, the popular man- 
date must be carried out promptly and effectively.

law in every State in the Union. An instruction 
from the Court to the average jury on the nature of 
embezzlement, would probably result in convicting 
a majority of those who have made this corrupt use 
of eorporation funds, if they could be brought to 
trial. 

The definition of this principle of honesty and 
safety by a Federal statute will be another triumph 
for publicity as it has once more quickened the pub- 
lie conscience to discriminate between right and 
wrong.

If the House of Representatives passes the bill, 
which is in harmony with President Roosevelt’s mes- 
sage on the subject of campaign contributions, 
publicity will have done its perfect ‘work so far as 
the attempt of corporations to control politics 
through “slush funds” is concerned. Publicity and 
the penitentiary may do more hereafter.

THE POLICE AND POLITICAL CLUBS. 

The use of the Jefferson Club as a means of in- 
timidating policemen into paying assessments to 
support the Democratic party machine was one of 
the most disgraceful and corrupting features of po- 
lice administrations preceding the present one. It 
made the police a part of the system of corrupt 
bossism which afflicted St. Louis. What it accom- 
plished in the way of making the police the instru- 
ments of political bosses, gamblers and crooks is a 
matter of recent shameful history. 

When the present police authorities undertake to 
use their power to collect dues or assessments from 
patrolmen for the Jefferson Club they give coun- 
tenance and support to the boss system of. police 
control from which they were ostensibly appointed 
to free the department. To insist that they pay 
their debts is right, but to make a special effort to 
collect the dues of this club has a malign significance. 

The Police Commissioners would better use their 
power and influence to keep the police out of politi- 
cal clubs and to make them understand not only 
that they are free from any necessity of paying dues 
and assessments to political organizations disguised 
in any form, but that membership in clubs formed to 
control city politics and to carry elections disquali- 
fies policemen: for police service. 

How can policemen be expected to maintain or- 
der and protect citizens at the polls and to enforce 
the laws against-all alike when bosses are permit- 
ted to force them into the service and support of 
political clubs? This is not keeping Gov. Folk’s 
pledge to take the police out of politics.

As the use of the trust funds of corporations by 
their managers as corruption funds to control poli- 


laws creating them, it is just as clearly in the na- 
ture of an embezzlement, if the stockholders have 


not formally authorized it. In such a case as that, 
-@ formal authorization of an act opposed to the 


purpose of the law creating the corporation would 


outlaw the corporation itself and leave it for the

courts to declare its dissolution. 

"The Tillman bil] passed by the United States Sen- 
ate and now in the House, applies this principle 
against the use of corporation funds in national 
‘other corporations under the supervision of the Fed- 
pment from using their corporation funds 
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Sinclair with “atrocious exaggeration,” the Chicago 
Journal says he is wholly discredited, and adds that 
President Roosevelt’s quasisindorsement of this 
novelist reformer was extremely injudicious. 

The same charge of exaggeration was brought 
against Dickens, when he exposed the debtors’ 
prisons and the private schools conducted for gain. 
Hogarth, who more than anyone else was instru- 
mental in breaking down the universal drink habit 
in England, grossly exaggerated it in his wonderful 
pictures. To go much farther back, the prophets of 
Judea, without exception, were guilty of “atrocious 
exaggeration,” as when one of them says: “Kvery 
one of them is gone back: they are altogether 
become filthy: there is none that doeth good, no, not 
one.” 

When a man of intense earnestness encounters a 

giant evil, he is constrained to strike at it in such 
& manner as to bring upon himself the accusation of 
mendacity from those who profit from the evil or 
care nothing about it. Of course Sinclair exag- 
gerated. So did Dickens. So did Isaiah. So did 
Harriet Beecher Stowe and every other reformer 
who has wrought successfully. But the evils they 
depicted were real. The exaggeration is accepted as 
a psychological effect of the evil itself, and the peo- 
ple are aroused to apply the remedy. To attempt 
to discredit the reformer because of his tempera- 
ment deceives nobody. His work is done. 
The beef packers themselves are responsible for 
the conditions which aroused Sinclair’s imagination. 
Their frantic attempts at reform, after the ex- 
posure, prove the need of it.

Peculiar procedure by the Council in 
passing an ordinance granting August 
Ht. Wenneker the exclusive privilege of 
selling light refreshments, cigars and 
tebacco for 10 years in Forest Park, is 
charged by C. K. Lackland, pr¢sident 
of the Plows Candy Co., who declares 
that the city will lose $5000 if the Coun- 
cil ordinance becomes a law. He says 
he.bid that amount above the sum 
specified in the Wenneker measure 
passed by House and Council as pay- 
ment for the concession. 

The Wenneker bill, which was intro- 
duced. by request by Mr. Hitchcock, he 
voling against it when it came up for 
passage, is now with the Mayor, who 
expressed his intentions re- 
garding it.

President H. A. Forman asserts that 
he had no hand in the reporting of the 
bill, that matter having been left with 
the Committee on Public Improvements. 

“The. committee reported the Wenne- 


ker bill,” said Mr. Forman, “and the 
Council indorsed it. that is all. It was 
left in the hands of the committee, that 
being thought the best procedure. | 
believe I did hear something about not

Dr. Heine Marks is chairman of the 
Public Improvements Committee and he 
gave the following explanation of the 
procedure in the granting of the con- 
cession:

Was Wenneker’s Idea. 


“When the sittings were resumed Mr. 
Wenneker introduced the same bill, of- 
fering $2500. It was in the hands of the 
committee when Mr. Gardner. for Mr. 
Lackland, introduced a bill offering $3000 
for the concession. I was minded at 
first to submit an amendment, offering 
$3060, to the Wenneker. bill. but the 
proposition was then brought up to let 
the privilege to the highest hidder. 

“This was considered. but later the 
majority of the committee—i am in the 
minority, though it is true [ am chair- 
man—decided that to do this would be 
fan injustice to Mr. Wennéker, his bill 
being the first introduced. 

“You see, his offer was known when 
Mr. Lackland's bill was introduced, and 
the majority thought it would not be 
fair to him to permit the bidding when 
in reality his bid was the highest, he 
having been the only person bidding in 
the beginning. 

“It would be just like a building con- 
tract, in which we permitted a con- 
tractor to bid on the work after an- 
other’s bid was public.

Saloonkeeper Gets 37 Years on 


Conviction of Double 
Murder, 


Motion for a new trial will be filed 
in the Circuit Court at Edwardsville 
in behalf of Joseph Nolan, saloon 


keeper, sentenced to 37 years in the 
Penitentiary for the murder of Fred 
Heintz of Jerseyville and William 
Sonnett of St. Louis at Edwardsville 
Crossing March 12. 

When the jury returned late Tues- 
day afternoon, after being out 22 
hours, and announced the verdict, No- 
lan and his wife sat in court, appar- 
ently unmoved. 

“Skippy” Steffen, companion of the 
murdered fishermen, ur: whose state- 
ménts Nolan was later arrested, was 
the chief witness. He teld of a man 
peering into Cooper’s saloon at Ed- 
wardsville Crossing, where he and 
Heintz and Sonnett were spending the 
evening, and of a man following them 
and shooting Heintz and Sonnett after 
they left the saloon. He said he recog- 
nized the man as Nolan. 

The bodies were found the next day 
at a lonely spot on the Mississippi 
near their camp by Bud Woods of 
East Aiton, directed by “Skippy.” The 
hodiesS were partly covered with sleet 
and snow. 

“Skippy” declared that he feared to 
return to the lonely cabin on an isl- 
and in the river occupied by him and 
the murdered men, but jumped into 
his skiff and rowed to St. Louis to tell 
their relatives of the tragedy. He was 
arrested in St. Louis and his state- 
ment caused Nolan’s arrest. 

Anger on Nolan’s part because the 
fishermien had transferred their trade 
to a rival saloon was the only motive 
shown for the killing. 

The jury is said to have taken 15 
ballots before reaching a decision. 
several at first favoring acquittal and 
some urging a higher penalty. 

The trial lasted a weéek. Expert 
testimony was introduced to prove 
that the empty shells found near the 
bodies had been fired from Nolan's 
Sun. Attempts were made by the de- 
fense to discredit “Skippy’s”  testi- 
mony.

the packing industries of our land.” 

Dr. McBrien says he has seen the 
cleaning gang at work cleaning the 
slaughter house, and doing it thorough- 
ly, and that “employes assured’ him it 
was always the same.

HIGH SCHOOL FUE 
MUST OO PENANCE 


Private Diploma Award for 
Marjorie Adriance, Suspen- 
sion for Boys. 


Miss Marjorie Adriance, maker of 
the senior class flag of Central High 
School, and Thomas. Lawler, James 
Fox and Gilbert Wood, who hoisted it, 
will be missing from the ranks of 


graduates in the commencement exer- 
cises Thursday. This is the punish- 
ment decided upon by the Board of 
Education for the painting of the 
parts of the school building, the rais- 
ing of the senior class colors on the 
flag pole and other acts contrary to 
the rules of the school. 

The report of the Superintendent of 
Instruction, adopted by the board, 
recommends that Miss Adriance be 
given her diploma privately. The 
three boys must remain suspended for 
six months, at the expiration of which 
time, if they have apologized to the 
teachers and paid for the damage 
done, they may be permitted to take 
their examinations and receive di- 
plomas. 

This is the punishment anticipated 
by the classmates as told in last Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

The report draws the conclusion 
fhat the acts were not the result of 
impulsive action, but followed delib- 
erate plans. It holds Miss Adriance 
equally responsible with the boys for 
the painting of the building, because 
the intention to paint the building 
was discussed by the boys 
presence. 

The report dwells with some em- 
phasis on the act of the boys in 
breaking into a public building and 
Says that Miss Adriance must have 
been aware of this intention. Each of 
the boys must pay one-third of the 
amount of actual damage done to the 
school property. 

“Class spirit’’ and school ethics are 
taken np in the report, which says 
that Central High classes do not seem 
to realize the proper meaning of 
those terms. Class spirit is held to 
be desirable, but it must mean a de- 
Sire to excel in intelligence, good 
breeding, love of law and order and 
g00d qualities of American  citizen- 
ship. Pupils must be made to realize 
that the good name and reputation of 
a class depend in great measure on 
each individual's actions.
